Sobbing Hurlburt 
says he’s ‘ashamed’ 

Sentencing July 27. 

Ex-MLA’s fraud 
totalled $25,000 


A former Nova Scotia cabinet 
minister sobbed openly in 
court on Thursday as he ex¬ 
pressed his regret and took 
full responsibility for his role 
in a scandal that saw him 
defraud the province of just 
over $25,000. 

“I am particularly con¬ 
cerned for my grandchildren,” 
Richard Hurlburt told a sen¬ 
tencing hearing as he slumped 
while standing next to his law¬ 
yer, Stan MacDonald. 

He said he was proud of the 
way his grandchildren handled 
taunting at school about his 
role in the province’s spending 
scandal before apologizing to 
his family, constituents and for¬ 
mer political colleagues. 

“I am ashamed and feel I 
have paid a price for the past 
two and a half years,” said Hurl¬ 
burt, 62, who pleaded guilty in 
April to charges of fraud and 
breach of trust. 

Justice David MacAdam of 
the Supreme Court of Nova Sco¬ 
tia reserved a decision on Hurl- 
burt’s sentence until July 27. 

An agreed statement of facts 
says Hurlburt committed fraud 


totalling $25,320.77 between 
December 2006 and December 
2008. The statement presented 
in court says he submitted four 
claims for expenses that were 
not incurred in his constitu¬ 
ency work. 

Court also heard Hurlburt 
reimbursed the Speaker’s Of¬ 
fice $11,073 in February 2010 
and $14,247 last month. 

The false claims submitted 
by Hurlburt include one for a 
$9,000 Honda generator that 
was not purchased. He was also 
reimbursed more than $3,500 
for the purchase and installa¬ 
tion of a 40-inch LCD television 
at his home. 

In his sentencing argument, 
Crown attorney Andrew Mac¬ 
donald said Hurlburt commit¬ 
ted a significant breach of the 


public’s trust and deserves a 
sentence in line with what was 
given to Dave Wilson, a former 
Liberal member of the legisla¬ 
ture who was sentenced to nine 
months in jail. 

He recommended a sen¬ 
tence of between nine and 12 
months in jail, followed by a 
period of probation for Hurl¬ 
burt. 

Defence lawyer Stan Mac¬ 
Donald said Hurlburt deserves 
credit because he had shown 
remorse, apologized and paid 
the money back. 

He called for a nine-month 
conditional sentence consisting 
of six months of house arrest 
and three months of curfew, as 
well as 200 hours of commun¬ 
ity service.

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Airport disruptions possible 
during runway expansion

As long as the weather co¬ 
operates, a runway expansion 
at Halifax Stanfield Inter¬ 
national Airport should have 
little impact on air traffic, of¬ 
ficials say. 

Construction has been 
underway for months on the 
$2 8-million plan to expand 
the runway by 1,330 feet. But 
between July 30 and Nov. 15, 
a downed navigation system 
could disrupt air traffic, Dean 
Bouchard, director of infra¬ 
structure for the airport, said 
on Thursday. 

Planners chose this time 
period because of the low inci¬ 
dence of adverse weather. 

“We’re hopeful that we’ll 
go through this period with¬ 
out any issues,” said Peter 
Spurway, vice-president of cor¬ 
porate communications. “But, 
of course, the weather is un¬ 
predictable, and if we get into

poor visibility, people who are 
travelling should just be aware 
that there may be some delays 
or cancellations.” 

Without the navigation 
systems — single rows of 16 
15-foot-high bright orange 
radio towers at either end 
of one runway — Spurway 
said pilots can’t land safely 
through dense fog, and would 
have to wait for weather to 
clear or land elsewhere. 

But he added that the ex¬ 
panded runway means heavy 
cargo planes will have enough 
space to take off, which could 
help boost the local economy 
with increased international 
shipping. 

“We see this as a relatively 
short period of possible dis¬ 
ruption weighed against what 
we think is a tremendous long¬ 
term benefit,” Spurway said.

Halifax woman charged in murder of Truro man 



A Halifax woman charged 
with second-degree murder in 
the death of Ben Hare made a 
brief appearance in provincial 
court on Thursday.

“She needs time to apply 


for a certificate (to obtain an¬ 
other lawyer),” said Mahoney, 
who represented Marshall 
only for the court appearance. 

Marshall was arrested 
without incident on Wednes¬ 
day morning outside the back 
of the courthouse on Prince 
Street. She was held in cus¬ 
tody overnight. 

When Marshall appeared 
in court, around noon, an 
older woman mimed, “I love 
you” when she sat down. 

Marshall did not address 
the court. Nor did she reply 
when the woman said, “I love 


you, baby.” 

Hare, 
a 26-year- 
old Truro 
resident, 
died after 
a brawl 
outside an 
apartment 
building at 
67 Lyman 
St. in Truro 

on July 8, 2010. 

Preeper was originally 
charged with second-degree 
murder, but the charge was 
dropped in September of that 


year. 

Preeper, also from Hali¬ 
fax, was arraigned on the 
second-degree murder charge 
on Wednesday afternoon. He 
was also charged with first- 
degree murder along with his 
brother, Joshua Preeper, 20, in 
the death of Melissa Peacock, 
a 20-year-old from Dartmouth 
who was reported missing on 
Nov. 9,2011. She was last seen 
two days before that. 

The two are charged with 
Peacock’s murder on Nov. 8 in 
Upper Rawdon.

Taxi fares could 
be on the rise in HRM 


Express route. Corridor 
would make transit a 
‘competitive alternative’ 


A plan is in the works to give 
buses an express route through 
heavy traffic along Bayers Road. 

A consultant was hired by 
HRM last year to come up with 
a plan to express buses from 
Highway 102 to downtown. 

Dave McCuslcer, HRM’s 
manager of strategic transpor¬ 
tation planning, told the trans¬ 
portation committee Thursday 
the consultant will present the 
plan and traffic simulations at 
a public-information session in 
October. 

While other cities have in¬ 
stalled a continuous bus lane 
for an entire route, it wouldn’t 
work here due to space con¬ 
straints. 

Rather, the plan is to use ad¬ 
vance bus signals and jumping 
bus lanes to give buses head 
starts. 

“It’s small things all 
throughout the corridor that I 
think will provide a big effect 
for transit,” McCuslcer told the 
committee. 

These methods are already 
in use in a few other areas of 
the HRM. 

Coun. Jennifer Watts asked 
about this plan’s impact to the 
traffic congestion along Bayers 
Road and the proposed wid-

McCusker replied that, even 
with better transit service, 
there is still a requirement for 
added car lanes along Bayers 
Road, but a bus lane would also 
be installed. 

McCusker told reporters 
after the meeting that there’s 
no specific price tag attached 
to the transit-corridor plan, but 
it could cost around $3 million. 

“But that’s just a rough 
guess because it could be a 
tenth of that or five times that 
much depending on how ag¬ 
gressive we decide to make a 
recommendation,” McCusker

Changes could be coming soon 
to the taxi industiy in HRM. 

A staff report is being writ¬ 
ten to address several issues 
involving taxis, the biggest be¬ 
ing a proposed increase in taxi 
fares. 

It was on the agenda at 
Thursday’s transportation 
committee meeting for dis¬ 
cussion, but it was deferred to 
next month’s meeting when 
the staff report will be fin¬ 
ished. 

In a letter to the committee 
chair Coun. Reg Rankin, Brian 
Herman with Casino Taxi Ltd., 
said the last increase they re¬ 
ceived was in 2005 and they 
applied for another increase 
last year. He wrote that it is 
only now being brought for¬ 


ward to the committee level. 

“The taxi industry in par¬ 
ticular is highly sensitive to 
the rising costs associated with 
fuel, automotive repair and in¬ 
surance,” Herman wrote. “The 
taxi raises have not kept up 
with inflation for a number of 
years and it is our belief that 
this places a significant finan¬ 
cial burden on the taxi driver.” 

Rankin said he hopes to 
move the issue through com¬ 
mittee and on to council 
quickly, especially given the 
October municipal election. 

“On the face of it, I would 
allow, it seems to be a compel¬ 
ling case based on what we 
ourselves experience in oper¬ 
ating a car,” Rankin said.

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N.S. civil servants 
reject request to 
move from Halifax 


Relocation. Premier 
defends plan, says it’s 
an opportunity for 
economic renewal 


Nova Scotia’s latest bid to 
spur economic development 
in the rural hinterland will 
move ahead even though 90 
per cent of unionized civil 
servants who were asked to 
relocate mostly from Halifax 
to small towns have rejected 
the government’s request. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
shrugged off criticism Thurs¬ 
day that the plan was poorly 
thought out and will degrade 
government services. 

“This is a great oppor¬ 
tunity for renewal,” he said. 



“There’s a healthy market out 
there for employment with 
the provincial government. 
It’s too early to say whether 
we’ll have any difficulty fill¬ 
ing those positions.” 

Three government depart¬ 
ments were involved in the 
relocation plan, announced 
in the NDP government’s 
throne speech in March. 


Dexter said the plan was 
implemented to ensure govern¬ 
ment services are offered in lo¬ 
cations where they are needed. 

“It makes more sense for 
the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture to be in the heartland of 
agriculture,” he said. 

But he also made it clear 
the goal was to create jobs 
in economically challenged 
parts of the province. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said he supports de¬ 
centralization, but argued 
Dexter mishandled the move. 

“When you have 90 per 
cent of the civil servants say¬ 
ing they’re not moving, it 
means we’re going to grow the 
bureaucracy, plus lose some of 
the expertise that we’ve had in 
these departments,” he said.

Study. Firm to look at moving airport 
for Michelin tire-plant expansion 


A Halifax-based company 
has won a contract to study 
moving the Waterville air¬ 
port to make way for the 
potential expansion of a 
Michelin tire plant. 

The provincial government 
says CBCL Ltd., an engineering 
and environmental consulting 
firm, is expected to complete 
the study by Oct. 31. 


The government says it’s 
expected to cost about $82,000. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
first announced the study 
in May, saying the province 
wanted to create the proper 
conditions for an expansion 
of the 30-year-old tire plant 
should it occur. 

The study will explore the 
impacts, benefits and costs of 


relocating the airport as well 
as recommend a new, pre¬ 
ferred site. 

Michelin employs about 
3,500 people in Nova Sco¬ 
tia, including 1,200 at the 
Waterville plant. 

The airport has a 
1,066-metre asphalt runway 
that mainly serves small air¬ 
craft.

The first batch of 2.4 million 
emails from Syria being re¬ 
leased by the whistleblowing 
WikiLeaks reveals alleged high- 
level deals by an international 
arms and telecom supplier to 
equip the regime. 

The 16-month uprising in 
Syria against the government 
of President Bashar Assad has 
killed at least 10,000 people, 
according to United Nations 
figures. 

Finmeccanica “sold to Syria 
... the Tetra system, a communi¬ 
cations network that allows 
conversations and transmis¬ 
sion of data,” L’Espresso news¬ 
paper reported Thursday. Fin¬ 
meccanica is 30 per cent owned 
by the Italian government. 


Whistleblower 


‘‘It helps us not merely to 
criticize one group or an¬ 
other, but to understand 
their interests, actions 
and thoughts. It is only 
through understanding 
this conflict that we can 
hope to resolve it." 

WikiLeaks founder Julian Assange in a 
statement on the group’s website. 

The $50 million system al¬ 
lowed interception-proof en- 
ciypted communications that 
could connect to any vehicle, 
including helicopters. 

Part of the export, the re¬ 
port said, “must be authorized 
by the Italian government.” 
The contract, it said, dates back 
to 2008 and reveals “the rela¬ 
tionship with the Italian par¬ 
ent (company) for the Syrian 
program has been intense and 


continuous.” 

Finmeccanica, a supplier to 
the U.S. defence department, 
also sold its technology to the 
Iranian Interior Ministiy in 
2007, the Spanish publication 
Publico.ex reported. 

The Finmeccanica story is 
the first of many to come “over 
the months and years” from 
the email cache, WikiLeaks’ 
Sarah Harrison told journal¬ 
ists at London’s Frontline Club 
Thursday. 

The WikiLeaks database 
comprises 2,434,899 emails 
from 680 domains, the site 
said. There are 678,752 differ¬ 
ent email addresses that have 
sent emails and 1,082,447 dif¬ 
ferent recipients. 

Seven news organizations 
that partnered with WikiLeaks 
began publishing stories based 
on data they analyzed, includ¬ 
ing L’Espresso, Publico and 
Al-Akhbar. The Finmeccanica 
stoiy dominated their accounts.

Air France. Crash 
probe cites faulty 
equipment, pilot 
mistakes 


A combination of faulty 
sensors and mistakes by inad¬ 
equately trained pilots caused 
an Air France jet to plunge into 
the Atlantic Ocean in 2009, kill¬ 
ing all 228 people aboard in the 
airline’s deadliest crash ever, 
French investigators with the 
Bureau for Investigations and 
Analysis said Thursday. 

Airbus, the plane’s manu¬ 
facturer, said in a statement 
that it is working to improve 
speed sensors and making 
other efforts to avoid future ac¬ 
cidents. 

Air France insisted the pilots 
“acted in line with the informa¬ 
tion provided by the cockpit in¬ 
struments and systems ... The 
reading of the various data did 
not enable them to apply the 
appropriate action.” 

The bureau’s analysis lists 


a combination of “human and 
technical factors” behind the 
crash. The plane flying from 
Rio de Janeiro to Paris slammed 
into the sea during a nighttime 
thunderstorm on June 1, 2009. 

Ice crystals that blocked 
the pitot tubes were the “un¬ 
leashing event” that set off the 
plane’s troubles, chief investi¬ 
gator Alain Bouillard said. The 
plane’s autopilot shut off and 
the co-pilots had to fly manual¬ 
ly, while a succession of alarms 
were going off. The captain was 
on a rest break. 

In one fatal decision, the 
report says, one of the co-pilots 
nosed the Airbus A330 upward 
during a stall — instead of 
downward, as he should have 
— because of false data from 
sensors about the plane’s pos¬ 
ition. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Malware 
could knock 
you offline 

Hie warnings about the prob¬ 
lem have been splashed across 
Facebook and Google. Internet 
service providers have sent 
notices, and the FBI set up a 
special website. But hundreds 
of thousands of people may 
still lose their Internet service 
Monday unless they do a quick 
check of their computers for 
malware that could have taken 
over their machines more than 
a year ago. 

Despite repeated alerts, the 
number of computers that are 
likely infected is more than 
277,000 worldwide, down from 
about 360,000 in April. 

Users whose computers are 
still infected Monday will lose 
their ability to go online, and 
they will have to call their ser¬ 
vice providers for help deleting 
the malware.

Scientists think small volcanic 
eruption can help cool climate 



Last May, the Popocatepetl volcano in the Mexican state of Puebla had a 
small — perhaps beneficial — eruption, chema alvarez/the associated press 


An international team led by 
University of Saskatchewan 
researchers says small volcan¬ 
ic eruptions could help cool 
the climate. 

The team says aerosols — 
minute droplets of sulphuric 
acid — from small volcanic 
bursts can be shot into the 
high atmosphere by weather 
systems such as monsoons. 

“If an aerosol is in the low¬ 
er atmosphere, it’s affected 
by the weather and it precipi¬ 
tates back down right away,” 
lead researcher Adam Bou- 
rassa, who is with the univer¬ 
sity’s Institute of Space and 
Atmospheric Studies, said in 
a news release Thursday. 

“Once it reaches the strato¬ 
sphere, it can persist for years, 
and with that kind of a sus¬ 
tained lifetime, it can really 
have a lasting effect.” 


The result, he said, is the 
scattering of incoming sun¬ 
light and the potential to cool 
the Earth’s surface. 


Bourassa said that until now 
it was thought that a massive 
eruption was needed to inject 
aerosols past the troposphere, 


the turbulent atmospheric 
layer closest to the Earth, into 
the stable layers of the strato¬ 
sphere higher up. 

Researchers noted that the 
massive eruption of Mount 
Pinatubo in the Philippines 
in 1991 temporarily dropped 
temperatures by half a degree 
Celsius worldwide. 

The team, including sci¬ 
entists from Rutgers Uni¬ 
versity in New Jersey, the 
National Center for Atmos¬ 
pheric Research in Colorado 
and the University of Wyo¬ 
ming, looked at the June 2011 
eruption of the Nabro volcano 
in Eritrea in northeast Africa. 

The researchers found that 
wind carried the volcanic gas 
and the droplets of sulphuric 
acid into the path of the annu¬ 
al Asian summer monsoon.

WestJet reports 
growth in June 

WestJet Airlines said its flights 
had fewer empty seats in June 
compared with a year ago 
as the airline also increased 
capacity. 

Calgary-based WestJet 
reported Thursday a load 
factor — the proportion of 
seats filled on its flights — of 
79 per cent for June, up from 
75.7 per cent in June 2011 
when Air Canada suffered a 


brief strike by its customer 
service agents. The increase 
came as passenger traffic 
climbed 6.7 per cent from the 
same time last year, while 
capacity increased 2.3 per 
cent. 

“Advanced bookings 
for July and August remain 
strong,” WestJet CEO Gregg 
Saretsky said in a statement. 

Meanwhile, regional car¬ 
rier Porter Airlines reported 
a load factor of 62 per cent 
for June, down from 64.6 per 
cent a year ago.

Survey. 40 per cent 
of hiring managers

A new survey suggests fewer 
Canadian employers expect to 
add more permanent full-time 
jobs in the second half of 2012 
than they did in last year’s poll. 

The Harris Interactive sur¬ 
vey found that 40 per cent of 
hiring managers said they were 
planning to hire new perma¬ 


nent, full-time employees by 
the end of the year compared 
with 43 per cent in the second 
half of 2011. 

The countiywide survey was 
conducted between May 14 
and June 4 on behalf of website 
CareerBuilder Canada.

The audiences are prov¬ 
ing far more unpredictable 
than the movies Hollywood 
has created to pack them 
into theatres this summer. 

Studios have released a 
familiar assortment of ac¬ 
tion tales, family flicks and 
star-driven comedies since 
the summer-blockbuster sea¬ 
son began in early May. Yet 
while overall business has 
been solid, fans have been 
choosier than usual, spend¬ 
ing a fortune on one super¬ 
hero sensation, kicking in 
for a handful of midline 
hits and generally bypassing 
everything else.

The animated tales Mada¬ 
gascar 3: Europe’s Most 
Wanted and Brave joined 
the action adventures Snow 
White & the Huntsman and 
Prometheus as $100 million 
hits. 

But nearing its midpoint, 
a summer that looked like 
an easy record-breaker at the 
start really can be summed 
up in two words: The 
Avengers.

Music. Want to 
write a chart-topping 
country tune? 
Acclaimed Canadian 
songwriter tells how 


If songs are like children to pro¬ 
fessional hit-makers, Canadian 
Gordie Sampson is one watch¬ 
ful dad. 

The 40-year-old from Big 
Pond, N.S., has penned two 
chart-topping smash singles for 
Carrie Underwood while also 
dashing off songs for the likes 
of Keith Urban, Miranda Lam¬ 
bert, Blake Shelton, Martina 
McBride and LeAnn Rimes. 

The Grammy winner es¬ 
timates that he demos about 
75 songs a year, so surely it’s 
difficult to keep tabs on all his 
musical offspring? 

“God no, you’re glued to the 
(chart),” the personable Samp¬ 
son said down the line from 
the East Coast this week. “First 
thing you do in the morning 
before you have your coffee 
is check the chart and see if it 
went up a point overnight. 

“Not that I’d know, but I 
guess it’s a bit like watching 
your stocks. You’ve got an in¬ 
vestment and one starts to take 
off, and it goes up a point one 
day, and down a point the next, 
and you’re like: ‘Oh shoot, is 
it done? Is it going to fall off 
the chart?’ And the next day it 
jumps up five places. 

“So it’s just this manic de¬ 
pression that lasts 40 weeks or 
so.” 

Of course, Sampson points 
out that for a professional song¬ 


writer, it’s more lucrative for a 
song to take its time gradually 
climbing the chart to No. 1 — 
“That’s die dream,” he says. 

If that logic surprises you, 
welcome to the world of be 
hind-thescenes hit crafting. 
This month, Sampson is shar¬ 
ing his insights with hopeful 
songwriters at his third annual 
Songcamp in Cape Breton, N.S., 
culminating in two live per¬ 
formances from his pupils on 
July 12 in Ingonish. 

But for those other fans 
whose Stetsons are stuffed to 
the brim with good song ideas, 
Sampson shares the following 
tips for penning a chart-topping 
country tune: 

Words are worth the world 

To hear Sampson tell it, no fac¬ 
tor is more critical to a country 
song’s success than its lyrics. 

“The lyric is more import¬ 


ant in a country song than most 
other kinds of music,” he said. 

And what’s the key to a 
country turn of phrase that 
gleams as brightly as a cow¬ 
boy’s belt buckle? Keep it sim¬ 
ple, partner. Sampson said that 
it’s important to make sure 
the words are general enough 
so that anyone listening can 
relate. So if a country crooner 
warbles a tune about a “her,” 
Sampson says the lyric should 
work whether the listener 
thinks the pronoun refers to 
his wife, his mother or his dog. 

Teamwork is important 

Sampson says that most of the 
hopeful charges that come 
through his camp are already 
“amazing” songwriters. What 
they tend to struggle with is co¬ 
writing. 

It’s an important skill, par¬ 
ticularly for professional song¬ 


writers. Sampson guesses that 
he hasn’t written a song alone 
in roughly a decade. 

Repetition is unavoidable 

Did you just realize your newly 
penned masterpiece sounds 
exactly like another tune shuf¬ 
fling up the country charts? 
Don’t panic. It happens to, lit¬ 
erally, the best of them. 

“Country music is three 
chords and the truth,” Samp¬ 
son said. “You have to figure 
that there’s, let’s say, a thou¬ 
sand signed writers in Nashville 
all writing a song a day—that’s 
5,000 songs a week... all trying 
to use the same three chords. 

Know when to quit 

Sampson says that in a Nash¬ 
ville songwriting session, it 
tends to take between three 
and four hours to finish writing 
a song. 

It can also take days. But 
sometimes the best ideas ger¬ 
minate and bloom quickly. 
Sampson and his team wrote 
Underwood’s Grammy-win¬ 
ning, chart-topping smash 
Jesus, Take the Wheel in less 
than two hours. And knowing 
when it’s time to stop tinkering 
can be a crucial skill. 

“Sometimes, a song being 
written very quickly can be an 
indication of how great it is 
because the song and the lyric 
ends up being uninhibited — 
the lyric has a freedom to it,” 
he said. 

“Whereas if you sit down 
and pine over a lyric for three 
days, you tend to overwrite it 
in the same way (a painter) can 
put too many colours on a pic¬ 
ture.... Songs can be sort of over¬ 
painted.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Grilled Dessert 
Pizza Since you'll 
be barbecuing this 
weekend anyway, why 
not get creative? 


For a backyard get-together, 
dessert has got to be easy and 
easygoing. 

And since you’re probably 
making the rest of your meal 
on the grill anyway, why not 
use it to prep dessert, too? 

This dessert pizza is incred¬ 
ibly quick and versatile. Top 
it with whatever sweet treats 
you like, or consider making 
individual ones and having 
a dessert pizza bar so people 
can select their own toppings. 

Be sure to let the pizza 
dough rest at room temper¬ 
ature for about 30 minutes 
before trying to roll it out. 
Otherwise, it will be too stiff 
to work with and will resist 
stretching. 

1. Heat a grill to medium- 
high. 


Ingredients 


• 1/4 cup turbinado or demer- 
ara sugar, divided 

• 16-oz ball refrigerated pizza 
dough 

• Canola or vegetable oil 

• 1/2 cup semisweet chocolate 
bits 

• 1 1/2 cups chopped fresh 
strawberries 

• 3/4 cup flaked coconut 


2 . Scatter half of the sugar on 
a counter top. Place the pizza 
dough over the sugar and roll 
out into the sugar. Sprinkle 
the top of the dough with the 
remaining sugar, then roll 
again to press the sugar into 
the top. You should have a 
rough circle about 12 inches 
in diameter. 

3 . Transfer the dough to a 
baking sheet, then head out 
to the grill. 

4 . Use an oil-soalced paper 
towel held with tongs to oil 
the grill grates. 

5 . Transfer pizza dough dir¬ 



ectly onto the grates. Cook for 
3 minutes per side, or until 
cooked and lightly browned. 

6. Return the crust to the 
baking sheet and immediately 
sprinkle the chocolate bits 
over the top. Wait 1 minute 


to allow the chocolate to melt, 
then use a butter knife or 
silicone spatula to spread the 
melted chocolate evenly over 
the crust. Sprinkle with the 
chopped strawberries and the 
flaked coconut. Enjoy warm.

Forget about the fashion, 
music and auto industries.

Need 
proof? Though floundering 
for years, the juice from 
France and Italy is back on 
top again. As consumers 
sip their way back to the 
origins of wine making, 
some polarizing flavour 
profiles are reaching out 
and grabbing the palates of 
wine lovers with a grip that 
even Iron Man would envy. 

The hottest “what the 
heck” wine that has found 
fame is white moscato. Its 
romantic sounding name is 
actually the Italian transla¬ 
tion of muscat — one of the 
oldest families of grapes in 
the world.

It’s not unusual to see upwards 
of 4,000 fans file into Huskies 
Stadium for a football game. 
But Halifax runner Geoff Har¬ 
ris yearns for a similar turnout 
for the Aileen Meagher Inter¬ 
national Track Classic. 

The annual meet is the fifth 
of six stops on the National 
Track League circuit this sum¬ 
mer — following visits to Vic¬ 
toria, B.C., Vancouver, Edmon¬ 
ton and Moncton — and action 
starts at 6:30 p.m. on Sunday. 

“When we go to the West 
Coast and race those races, they 
sell the place out, and that’s my 
dream one day,” Harris said. 
“Whether I’m an athlete when 
it happens or not, I want to see 
SMU packed like it is for a foot¬ 
ball game, for a track meet.” 

Harris, an 800-metre stand¬ 
out, along with 200-metre 
women’s star Jenna Martin of 
Bridgewater, has given fans 
plenty of motivation to drop by 
on Sunday. Both won national 
championships last week and 
both are headed to the Summer 
Olympics in London later this 
month. The Aileen Meagher is 
a perfect sendoff. 

“It’s a special occasion,” said 
meet director Kevin Heisler. 
“This is the last opportunity 
(for Harris and Martin) to race 
before the Olympic Games, 
and this is an opportunity for 
people to come out and see 
them race and support them.” 

Heisler counts at least eight 
London Olympians in this 
year’s Aileen Meagher field, all 
hoping to post good times in 
advance of the Games. Throw

in a handful of athletes from 
Carribean countries racing in 
their last chance to hit Olympic 
qualifying times, and competi¬ 
tion should be higher than ever. 

“These kids are here for a 
reason,” Heisler said. “They’re 
not here for our warm weather; 
they’re here to qualify for the 
Olympics.” 

The 25-year-old Harris 
skipped the Hub City Track 
Classic in Moncton this week 
to be at his best for Sunday. He 
said he’s hoping to set his fifth 
personal-best time of the sea¬ 
son as he gears up the Games 
— and hopes a big crowd spurs 
him to it. 

“We want people who have 
never seen a track meet before 
in Halifax to come and see it,” 
Harris said. “When you get 
more people out, it helps the 
runners and makes it more fun 
for the crowd. 

“It’s very entertaining.”

Nash’s decision to join 
Lakers all about location 


NBA. Star Canadian 
point guard's thought 
process revolved around 
championship chances 
and his children 


Steve Nash could have earned 
more money while enjoying 
the twilight of his remarkable 
NBA career in Manhattan, his 
off-season home. Or he could 
have returned to Canada, fin¬ 
ishing up his playing days in 
Toronto with an eye toward 
national history and another 
career in the front office. 

Instead, the two-time MVP 
point guard is going Hollywood. 

Nash, from Victoria, is team¬ 
ing up with Kobe Bryant and 
whatever seven-foot stars end 
up with the Los Angeles Lakers 
for at least a few more seasons 
of title contention on the best 
team within a short flight of 
Phoenix, where his three chil¬ 
dren live. 

So what if the Lakers have 
been among his biggest rivals 
throughout his entire NBA ca¬ 
reer with Dallas and Phoenix. 
So what if he’ll be in a back- 



court with a ball-dominating 
superstar who has never shared 
possession with a point guard 
of Nash’s abilities. So what if 
he can’t wear No. 13, which is 
hanging in the Staples Center 
rafters with Wilt Chamber¬ 
lain’s name forever attached 
to it? 

Children and champion¬ 
ships trumped eveiy- 
thing else in Nash’s 
mind when he 
agreed to a sign- 
and-trade deal 
that will put 
him in purple 
and gold next 
week. 

“The idea 
to be close 
t o 


my son, my daughters, who 
will be in Phoenix, was the No. 
1 priority,” Nash told ESPN’s 
Los Angeles station Thursday. 

“Don’t get me wrong, it’s 
fantastic,” he added. “I think 
I’m a good fit for the team, and 
we have a great team, we’re a 
contender, that’s all incredible, 
too.” 

The 38-year-old says he 
spoke to Bryant Mon- 
to see whether 
he wanted to work 
together. Bryant 
took a break from 
his basketball 
camp in Santa 
Barbara to con¬ 
firm he thinks 
Nash

to pass up as far as my 
children were concerned.

would be a perfect fit in the 
Lakers, providing a dimension 
they never possessed even in 
Derek Fisher’s best years — a 
playmaking talent Los Angeles 
hasn’t seen since Magic John¬ 
son was running the show. 

Nash said Bryant thinks he 
can be “somebody to handle 
the ball and lead. He also felt 
that we were complementaiy 
leaders. I’m more on the posi¬ 
tive side, he’s more ... I think 
as he said it, cracks the whip. I 
think piclc-and-roll, adding that 
to the offence and being able to 
space the floor for the big guys 
inside, I think it’s a good fit. He 
was excited, and I think that 
was important for me.”

NBA. ‘Pit bull’ point guard in play as Raptors Plan B 



It may not be Steve Nash, but 
it appears the Toronto Raptors 
have a new point guard. 

Multiple sources reported 
Thursday that the Raptors have 
acquired Kyle Lowry in a trade 
with the Houston Rockets. The 
Houston Chronicle reported 
that the Rockets will get a pack¬ 
age built around a future first- 
round draft pick in return. 

The reported move came a 


day after Nash’s agent said the 
Canadian star would be join¬ 
ing the Los Angeles Lakers as 
part of a sign-and-trade deal 
with Phoenix. The Raptors had 
reportedly offered Nash a three- 
year deal worth $36 million US. 

A recent posting on Lowry’s 
Twitter account indicated the 
guard is leaving the Rockets. 

“I just want to thank the 
city of Houston and the fans 


for showing me love like I was 
one of y’all own, and I’ll always 
keep that in my heart,” he 
tweeted. 

Lowry averaged 14.3 points 
and 6.6 assists per game for 
the Rockets last season. Over 
seven seasons with Memphis 
and Houston he had averaged 
10.4 points, 4.8 assists and 3.5 
rebounds per game.
